The  1953-54  academic  year  marks  the  Eighty-third  Anniversary  in  the  "Story  of  Shep- 
herd College.  "  The  current  year  records  important  progress  toward  the  building  of  a 
"Greater  and  Better  Shepherd  College." 

The  enrollment-  at  Shepherd  continued  on  the  march  with  a  new  all-time  record  of  502 
full-time  students  on  the  campus.  The  new  $422,000  Men's  Residence  Hall  providing  a 
new  modern  home  for  I  50  college  men  was  filled  to  capacity. 

The  hlomecoming  celebration  was  heralded  as  a  great  success.  The  day's  events  in- 
cluded the  dedication  of  the  new  men's  residence  hall,  a  colorful  parade,  a  successful 
football  game,  an  open  house  at  the  new  men's  residence  hall,  and  the  annual  Home- 
coming Bail.

The  Rams  lost  four  games 
by  close  margins.  Shepherd  scored  1 ,588  points 
and  the  opposition  1 ,595  points. 

The  1953-54  Shepherd  College  basketball  team 
enjoyed  the  distinction  of  compiling  a  number  of 
"firsts"  in  court  play.  The  Rams  broke  a  "jinx" 
when  they  defeated  Glenville  for  the  first  Confer- 
ence victory  on  the  road  in  four  years.  The  Rams 
also  defeated  an  always  strong  West  Liberty  State 
team  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  eight  years. 
When  the  Rams  scored  100  points  against  Mont- 
gomery, they  were  the  first  Shepherd  combination 
to  hit  the  century  mark.  The  Rams  led  the  WVIAC 
in  defensive  play  for  the  first  time. 

The  emphasis  was  also  on  team  play  as  is  best 
illustrated  by  number  of  men  who  scored  as  fol- 
lows: Hess  342  points,  Poling  255,  Omps  216, 
Seibert  190,  Maphis  181,  Milich  162  and  Turner 
I  15  points.
